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Tue accompanying illustration represents the improved GATLING GUN and 
feed magazine. This new feed is positive in its action, and by it the gun can be 
fired, at the rate of 1,200 shots per minute, at al/ degrees of elevation and depression. 
These results have never been attained by any other fire-arm. 

This improved feed has not only increased the direct fire, but it is of inestimable 
value in enabling the gun to deliver high angle or mortar fire, 80 as to drop the 
bullets, with deadly effect, on men behind entrenched positions, at all distances from 
200 to 8,500 yards. Tables of elevations and distances have been established, to 
obtain with certainty the above results. Experiments prove that the bullets so dis- 
charged come down nearly in a perpendicular line and with sufficient force to 
penetrate from two to three inches of timber. 

With this feed there is no possible chance for the cartridges to jam, even when 
the gun is worked by men inexperienced in its use, It is, beyond doubt, the most 
valuable improvement ever made in machine guns. 

The Ordnance Board, U. 8. Army, in their report of the trials of the Gatling 
gun, thus improved, say: ‘‘ The feed 1s positive in action and entirely independent 
of the force of gravity. It is all that is claimed for it.” General 8. V. Bénet, Chief 
of Ordnance, U. 8. Army, in his endorsement on this report, says: “ It is believed 
that the modified Gatling gun, with the new feed, has about reached the utmost 
limit of improvement.” He also recommends liberal appropriations for the purchase 
of Gatling guns. 

In a trial before a Board of Naval Officers, at the Navy-yard in Washington, 
D. C., 816 cartridges were fired in 41 4-10 seconds, and 102 in 2 6-10 seconds, Their 


report says: ‘“‘The Board were unable to produce any imperfect action in eithe 
mechanism or feed.”

NAPOLEON'S MARSHALS. 


Jr a man was asked what epoch of the past he would 
most gladly summon back so as to live in it, he would 
choose well in reviving the reign of Napoleon, and mak- 
ing himself an officer in the imperial army. To us who 
read of those ten sparkling years’ 1804. 14, when the 

at emperor carcied the spoils of Europe to Paris, and 
distributed crowns and coronets, dutons, estates, and 
even high-born brides among nis victorious soldiers, it 
geeme a8 if the excitement of being a French officer 
must have been so intense as to keep the nerves in con- 
stant thrill when a single act of bravery in the field 
might bring @ man under the conqueror’s notice. 

Whether Napoleon wished to lessen the worth of the 
old distinctions, or merely to gratify his followers by 
placing them on a level with their former masters the 
nobles, his creation of a new aristocracy was a wise act, 
and it was immediately ratified by popular approval. 
Somebody jested with Ney about the new nobility hav- 
ing no ancestors : ‘*We are ancestors,” answered the 
marshal, and this view was so generally accepted that 
even when the Bourbons were restored tne imperial 
titles obtained full recognition. oot 

Napoleon’s murshals were twenty-six lo number, of 
whom seven only were born ina rank which would 
have entitled them to become general officers Qader the 
old monurchy, viz., Kellermann, Berthier, Davoust, 
Macdonald, Marmont, Grouchy, and Poniatowski, a 
Pole. Murat was the son of an innkeeper, Lefébvre of 
a miller, Angereau of a :nason, Bernadotte of a weaver, 
and Ney of a cooper. Masséna’s father, like Murat’s, 
kept a village wine shop; Lannes was the son of an 
ostier, and was himself apprenticed to a dyer; Victor, 
whose real name was Perrin, wus the son of an invalided 
private soldier, who after leaving the service became a 
market crier; while Soult’s mother kept a mercer’s 
shop, and Oudinot’s a sinall café with a circulating 
library. The murshals sprung trom the bourgeoisie or 
middie class were Serrurier, whose father was an officer, 
but never rose above the rank of captain; Bessiéres, 
whose father, though a poor clerk in a lawyer's office, 
was the son of aductor; Suchet, who was the son of a 
silk merchant ; Moncey, the son of a barrister; Gou- 
vion, who assumed the name of Suint-Cyr, and whose 
father practised as an attoruey ; and Bruse, who started 
in life as a journalist. Some grew ashamed of their 
parentage; whilst others bragged overmuch of being 
self-made men. Only one ortwo bore their honors with 
perfect modesty and tact. : 

The noblest character among Napoleon’s marshals 
was beyond doubt, Adrian Moncey, Duc de Conégliano. 
He was born at Besangon in 1754, and enlisted at the 
age of 15, simply that he might not be a charge to his 
parents. He was no courtier, and was so gentle and just 
that he was surnamed the second Catinat. Louis XLV. 
seid of Catinat that he was the only Frenchman who 
never asked anything of the Government. After Na- 
poleon’s overthrow Moncey’s conduct was most chival- 
rous. He eventually became Governor of the Inva- 
lides, and it fell to him in 1840 to receive Napoleon's 
body when it was brought from St. Helena. It was 
remurked at the time that if Napoleon himself could 
have designate 1 the man who was to discharge this 
pious duty, he would have chosen none other than Mon- 
cey, or Oudinot, who by a happy coincidence became 
Governor of the Invalides in 1842 after Moncey’s death. 

Nicholas Oudinot, Duc de Reggio, was surnamed the 
Modern Bayard. He was born in 1767, and, like Mo: - 
cey, enlisted in his sixteenth year. He wus wounded 

rty-two times in action, but was so little of a braggart 
that in going among the old pensioners of the Invalides 

was uever heard to allude to his own scars. He was 
the most disinterested of men. Receiving, after Fried 
land, the title of count, with a grant of $200,000, he 
began to distribute money at such a rate among his 
poor relations that the Emperor remonstrated with him. 
“You keep the leud for yourself, and you give the gold 
away,” alluding to the two bullets in his body 
onald comes next among the marshals for no- 
bility of character. His espousal of the cause of Mo- 
Teau won for him the Corsican’s vindictive hatred, and 
during five years he was kept in disgrace, being de- 
rived of his command, and debarred from active service. 
¢ thus missed the campaigns of Austerlitz and Jena, and 
this was a bitter chagrin to him. He retired to a small 
country house near Brunoy, and one of his favorite oc- 
Cupations was gardening. His gardener was a spy sent 

Y Napoleon to watch him. Doubtless his reports were 
favorable enough, for Macdonald was given a command 
at the battle of Wayrram, in 1809, and for his share of 
this victory got his ddton and the Dakedom of Tarento. 

apoleon, however, never forgave him from his heart, 
and could nut forbear triumphing over him with an ill- 
natured allusion to )’Ami Moreau, after th: latter had 
been killed in Alexander I.’s service. Macdonald, on 

his side, felt absolved from all allegiance to Napoleon 
after the abdication at Fontainebleau, and he was not 
one of those who joined the Emperor during the hun. 
days, although be had a personal interview with 
Emperor at Lyons. 
here were other marshals besides Macdonald who 
reasons to complain of Napoleon; Victor's hatred 
of him was very lively, and arose out of a practical 
into which Napoleon was led by his sister, Paul- 
who suggested for the title of the dukedom Victor re- 





ceived afte: Friedland Belluno— pronounced in French, 
Bellune. It was not until after Napoleon had innocent- 
ly acceded to this suggestion that he learnt his facetious 
sister had in choosing the title of Bellune (Belle Lune) 
played upon the sobriquet of Beau Soleil, conferred 
upon Victor, who was a little man with a waist like a 
pumpkin, and # round, rosy, jolly face which had sug- 
gested his nickname. Wounds in vanity seldom heal, 
and Victor, as soon as he could safely exhibit his re- 
sentment, showed himself one of Napoleon’s bitterest 
enemies. During the hundred days be accompanied 
Louis XVIII. to Ghent, and he figured in full uniform 
at the Te Deum celebrated in the Cathedral of Saint 
Bavon in honor ut Waterloo. 

Marshal Jourdan’s dislike of Napoleon was an old 
feeling which dated from the days of the Republic. 
Jourdan was born in 1762, and went out to America 
when quite a buy to serve under Lafayette. He came 
back full of Republican notions, and was elected in : 791 
lo the colonelship of « battalion of volunteers. He was 
an honest, prosy, pushing man, with a large nose, 
which he stroked in conversation till it glowed, for he 
was a long-winded talker. His soldiers bore him more 
respect than affection, for though he was lenient in his 
punishments, he would scold delinquents in long, pom- 
pous periods till there was no spirit left in them. 

Jourdan served all governments without giving a 
heartfelt loyalty to any; he was one of those French- 
men—aud they are too common—who fly principles 
inflated like big balloons when there is anything to be 
gained by the display, but who cannot find enough of 
the balloon silk to make a party cockade of, when that 
cockade becomes compromising. 

A man like him in versatility, but not in general 
character, was Augereau, Duc de Castiglione. Auger- 
eau was of all the imarshals the one in whom there is 
Jeast to admire ; yet he was for a time the must popuiar 
among the marshals, having been born in Paris and pos- 
sessing the devil may-care 1mpudence of Parisians. He 
was the.son of a mason and of a street fruit-vendor, and 
he began life as apprentice to his father’s trade; but he 
soon left it to become a footmun in the Marquis de Bas- 
sompierre’s household, and afterwards a waiter at tne 
Café de Valors, one of the gambling houses of the Palais 
Ktoyal. He was an arrant liar and a braggart, wrote 
a vile hand, and was without any knowledge of spelling. 

There was one great point of reserablauce between 
Augereau and Masséna; they were both inveterate loot- 
ers. In 1798 when Musséna was sent to Rome to estab- 
lish a republic, his own soldiers were disgusted by the 
shameless way in which he plundered palaces and 
churches, and he actually bad to resiga his command 
owing tutheir murmurs. Augereau on one occasion 
took to a Jewess a robe, all encrusted with diamonds 
and rubies, which had been stripped from a statue of the 
Blessed Virgin io a Biscayan church. She pronounced 
the jewels shams, but offered ten louis for the lace on 
the garment, which offer was accepted. Afterwards 
learning Leyond doubt, that the jewels were genuine, 
Augereau went off ina fury to make the Jewess dis- 
gorge; she did nothing of the sort, but looking hard at 
him said: ‘** We'll have the jewels appraised in a court 
of justice, if you like.” The hero slunk out in that state 
of mind defined by La Montaine: ‘‘ Honteaux comme 
un renard quiiune poule aurait pris.” 

It was politic of Napoleon to make of Augereau a 
marshal-duke, for apart from the man’s intrepidity 
which was unquestionable (though he was a poor gen- 
eral), the honors conferred upon him were a compili- 
ment to the whole class of Parisian owvriers. After the 
escape from Elba, Augereau first pronounced himself 
vehemently avainst the “ usurper ;” then proffered him 
his services, which were contemptuouly spurned. 

It was a curious feature in Masséna that his talents 
only came out on the battlefield. Usually he was a dull 
dog with no faculty for expressing his ideas, and he 
wore a morose look. Napoleon said thut ‘‘the noise of 
cannon Cleared his mind,” endowing him with penetra- 
tion and gaiety at the same time. ‘The din of war had 
just the contrary effect upon Brune. He showed a 
splendid nerve 1n action, but he suffered tortures in his 
first battles, for the noise of cannonading and the sight 
of blood made him sick. Every tine a field-piece was 
discharged near bim, he felt » shock in the pit of the 
stemach which would have made him bend with pain 
if he had not stiffened his legs ia the stirrups and 
thrown his body rigidly back. To do this, however, it 
required such an amouct of tension, that sometimes his 
muscles remained as if paralyzed for hours. During 
the hundred days Brune was put in command of the 
troops in the south of France; and soon after Waterloo 
he was massacred by a royalist mob at Aviguon, He 
had first been asked tocry ‘‘ Vive le roi/” and declined; 
he was then called upon to cry ‘‘ A bas lempereur!” 
but answered with spirit: ‘‘ The emperor is low enough 
now ; this is not the time when I can say aught against 
him.” He was struck on the head with a shutter, and 
dropped on one knee. ‘‘To have escaped a hundred 
deaths for this!” were his last words as his enemies de- 
spatched him. ; 

The marshal on whom high honors seemed to sit 
most queerly was Frangois Lefébvre, Duc de Dantzig. 
He was the son of amiiler and his wife a vivundiere. 
Everything that could be imagined in the way of a 
lapsus lingue or 4 bull was attributed to this good. 
natured Mrs. Malaprop, whose oddities amused Joseph- 
ine, but not always Napoleon. Of the husband Madame 
Recamier said that be smelt horribly of garlic. At the 
Emperor’s coronation, having to wait for about an hour 
in the cathedral before the court arrived, he drew 4 





hunk of bread with a slice of cheese from the pocket of 





his gold-laced coat, and offered to share these dainties 
with the other marshals. 

Soult was bora in the same year as Napoleon, 1769, 
and outlived all his brother marshals, dying in 1852, 
when the second empire was already an impending 
fact. He had been a private soldier under Louie XVL, 
he passed through every grade in the service, he became 
Prime Minister, and when he voluntarily resigned office 
in 1847, owing to the infirmities of age, Louis Philippe 
created him marshal-general—a title which had only 
heen borne by three marshals before him, Turenne, 
\ illars, and Maurice de Saxe. He was not a model of 
chivalry, for he made his large fortune by lootings from. 
Spanish convents; but he deserved Napoleon’s praise of 
being the fir-t tactician in the French army, aud he was 
a most able administrator. 

Bernadotte was an able, thoughtful, hardy, handsome 
man, who, havivg received no education as a boy, made 
u for it by diligent study in after years; and no man 
ever so well corrected, in small and great things, the 
imperfections of early training. ‘'alleyrand said of 
him: ‘C'est un homme qui tous les jours apprend et 
désapprend.” Napoleon always valued Kellermanu as 
having been a geueral in the old royal army. Boro in 
1735, he was a maréchal de camp (brigadier) when the 
Revolution broke out. The Emperor would have been 
glad to have more of such mea at his court; but it was 
creditable to the king’s general officers that very few of 
them forgot their duty as soldiers during the troublous 
period when so many temptations to commit treason 
veset men holding high command. Grouchy, whu was 
an uncanny person altogether, was never a popular 
marshal, though he fought well in 1814 in the campaiga 
of France. His inaction on the day of Waterloo has 
been satisfactorily explained, but somehow all his acts 
have required explanation; he was one of those men 
whose records are never intelligible without footnotes, 

Ney also belonged to this category, aod surely his 
friends had little cause to complain of his being shot, 
secing how much his execution helped to clear his 
character. Imazine Ney having been suffered to live, 
and dragging about with him like a forgat’s shot for the 
rest of his life the opprobrium of his conduct in 1815. 
He had deserted Napoleon, he had paid his court with 
fulsome adulation to the Bourbons, and when sent 
against Napoleon he had vowed to bring him back like 
a ‘‘ wild beast in a cage.” It was worse than a crime, 
it was a folly, in the Bourbons to let the remembrauce 
of these turpitudes be put away by a sentence of death 
which raised Ney to the rank of martyr. Berthier, like 
Ney, owes much as regard reputation to his sudden 
death, Ile was found lying dead under a balcony at 
Bamberg, in Bavaria, and it has never been ascertained 
whether he fell by accident, or committed suicide, or 
was thrown down by murderers, Popuiar opinion 
adopted the stery of four masked men having killed 
him, and he shared in the sympathy bestowed on Brune, 
though in truth his desertion ot Napoleon, who had 
always treated him as a close friend, is not pleasant to 
read of. One cannot think without emotion of the 
fallen emperor at Fontainebleau, bursting into tears 
when Berthier left him, promising to return, but show- 
ing rd his looks that he had no intention of keeping his 
word. 

But how many of the marshals remained faithful to 
their master when his sun had set? At St. Helena Na- 
polecn alluded most often to Lannes and Bessiéres, who 
both died whilst he was in the heyday of his power, 
the first at Essling, the second at Lutzen. As to these 
two Napolean could cherish illusions, and he loved to 
think that Lannes especiully—his brave, hot-headed, 
hot-hearted ‘‘Jean-Jean”—would have clung to him 
like a brother in misfortune, Perhaps it was as well 
that Lannes was spared an ordeal to which Murat, hot- 
headed and hot-hearted too, succumbed. It is at all 
events a bitter subject for reflection that the great em- 
peror found atnong his marshals and dukes no such 
friend as he had among the hundreds of humbler 
officers, captains, and lieutenants, who threw up their 
commissions soouer than serve the Bourbons; and 
among the poor groguards who, even when he had 
nothing to give, would have been ready to die for him.

now due, and ive dollars per month for eighteen months, and as 
thus mitigated the sentence will be duly executed, He will be 
released from confinement and restored to duty.” The record 
does not show what action bas been taken towards bringing to 
ewitt and exemplary punishment the brutal non-comminsioned 
officer referred to, bat we presume the military authoritios have 
not overlooked bis part in the case in guestion.

Commander A. V, Reed reporta from Halifax, N. 8., Sept.

31, from the south coast of Prince Edward Island, and 
stopped off Georgetown to send and receive letters. Found 
there fishing schooner Hutchinson, of Gloucester, aground 
on a bank, and offered to arsixst them if necessary, but the 
master was quite certain he could get off next high water.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


PourtNnG Oil on the troubled waters proved highly effica- 
cious with many vessels of the Gloucester fleet during the 
recent heavy gales, and probably saved many of them from 
being badly damaged if not entirely wrecked by the terrible 
sew. The effect is almost magical, as the oil dripping into 
the water prevents the sea from breaking, and the vessel is 
enabled to ride safely on top of the waves. Hereafter it will 
be more generally used, and every vessel should be supplied 
with a liberal allowance of fish oil for this pucpose.—Cape 
Ann Advertiser. 

In a despatch dated Sept. 23, Lieut.-Comdr, Welch reports 
two new casos of yellow fever in Warrington, both children. 
A case reported the day before proved to be swamp fever, 
lately from Perdida Lay, One death (child) from malarial 
fever ; had previously had yellow fever. On Sept. 25 he tele- 
graphed : ‘*No new cases of yellow fever and no deaths,”

Speaking at a 
luncheon, which was given after the cruise, Mr. Pearce, the 
manager for John Elder and Co., said he should never con- 
sider bis work accomplished until he had built ships ablo to 
cross the Atlantic in five days. The Oregon will make her 
first trip across the Atlantic on Oct. 6th, 1883, leaving 
Liverpool, England, for New York. It is expected that she 
will eclipse the record of the famous Alaska of the same 
line, which has thus far made the fastest voyages on record. 
The Oregon’s maiden trip will be watched with iuterest. 


Nava Constructor Varney, U. 8. N., of the Norfolk Navy- 
yard, has recently vixited all the leading ship-yards in the 
country to ascertain what tools were required to place the 
Construction Department at the yard in a position to build 
any class of iron vessels. He will submit a detailed state- 
ment of what is necessary, together with an estimate for the 
same, and it is thought that by the 1st of January next, that 
department will be thoroughly equipped.

Tne papers in the Court-martial case of 2d Lieut.

Judge-Advocate-General Swaim, in his 
review of the proceedings, takes the ground that the 
court was not justified, under the evidence, in bringing 
in a verdict of guilty of violating the 62d Article of 
War, and recommends that the findings of the court be 
disapproved. No further action will be taken in this 
case until the return of the President.

Why David's 
Island was ever selected for a recruiting depot, we can- 
not say. It is not particularly convenient, but there ig 
room er.ough, and it could be made suitable by a mod- 
erate outlay. But the parsimony that of late years has 
governed Congress in its appropriations has decreed 
otherwise ; and 8» the recruit’s first glimpse at garrison 
life opens upon a bleak and barren spot, about as unlike 
a trim, well-arranged military cantonment as can well 
be imagined. 

It is proper that Government money should be appro- 
priated and spent honestly and economically, but, with 
a yearly income a hundred millions or more in excess of 
our expenditures, it seems hardly necessary that our 
Government should practice the economy credited to 
the skinflint who squeezed a quarter of a dollar so hard 
that he made the eagle on it squeal.

TRANSFER OF REGIMENTS. 

SgorETARY Linco.tn has, it would appear, settled 
back upon the conclusion concerning the transfer of the 
Met Infantry with the 10th, which we announced 
some time ago, and decides that the expense of the 
transfer 1s too great to be incurred. The recommenda- 
tion of General Sherman brought the question up anew, 
put after considering it the Secretary directed the 
Adjutant-General early this week to telegraph to Van- 
couver Barracks that the 2ist will remain where it is. 
This will no doubt bea great disappointment to Col. 
Morrow and the officers and men of his regiment, as 
they had fully expected that Gen. Sherman’s recom- 
mendations would be concurred in by the Secretary. 
Col. Morrow was particularly sanguine that the trans- 
fer would be made this fall, even before General Sher- 
man recommmended it, as will be seen by a report in 
the Jovenat of the 4th of August, of an interview with 
a reporter of the Vancouver Jndependent, wherein 
he expressed himself as having no faith in the state- 
ment made to our Washington correspondent by Secre- 
tary Lincoln that ‘‘ $100,000 for removing a regiment 
is rather expensive fun,” etc. 

Whether the 10th Infantry will be ordered to some 
other post than Detroit, has not been decided. It was 
also the intention of the War Department to bring the 
6th Cavalry out of Arizona, but on account of the ex- 
pense attending the removal Secretary Lincoln does not 
feel justified in authorizing the change, and this plan 
has also been abandoned for this year. The Secretary 
holds, as we are inforn.ed, that the reasons for not 
sanctioning the proposed change of stations of the 21st 
and 10th Infantry, would naturally apply to any similar 
movement iuvolving any considerable expenditure. It 
would be unwise, he says, at the beginning of the fiscal 
year to make such a dreft upon the reduced appropri- 
ation as the change of the 21st and 10th would incur— 
nearly one hundred thousand dollars. The intention 
of exchanging the 6th and 2d Cavalry was therefore 
abandoned as soon as it was learned from a rough 
estimate that that would cost nearly three hundred 
thousand dollars. ‘The Secretary of War and General 
Sherman are, however, now corresponding as to the 
advisability of making another exchange which would 
be less expensive. What regiments are the subject 
of the correspondence it is not known, as the Secretary 
does not wish to raise false hopes in the minds of the 
regimental commanders. Late in the winter or carly 
inthe spring when it is seen how the appropriation 
holds out, it is not improbable that some changes may 
be made, but until then it is not intended to make any, 
unless the one referred to in the correspondence of Sec. 
retary Lincoln and Gen. Sherman is decided upon. 

The 21st, at least, will have the consolation of know- 
ing that the completion of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
has practically reduced the distance between them and 
the East one-half, and some of the posts which were a 
few months ugo the farthest away by railroad and 
steamboat, are now the nearest by rail. 

As to the expenditure, it is well toremember that the 
question as to whether a hundred thousand dollars more 
Or less, for the transfer of regiments, can be squeezed 
Out of the appropriation of $3,475,000 for the transpor- 
tation of the Army depends altogether on the view 
taken at Washington of the relative importance of that 
and other expenditures covered by the appropriation. 
The first expenditure mentioned in the section of the 
. Army appropriation bill providing for transporta- 
Hon, is “for transportation of the Army, including bag- 
Bage of the troops, when moving either by land or 
water.” It appears that this expenditure is one 
of those last considered in distributing the funds, and 
18 Rot @ very considerable amount absorbed by a liberal 
loterpretation of the authorization for expenditure for 
Purposes which consider the comfort and convenience 
of & numerically small proportion, but influentially very 
large factor, in the organization of the Army? It is 
bow but the third month of the current fiscal year, and 
there must be some hundreds of thousands left 
Out of the appropriation of some three millions 
and a half. Supposing then the necessary 
Cost Of transferring regiments was taken out of the 


funds on hand, would the economy this might necessi- 
tate in department expenditures be too excessive to be 
borne? Wecap imagine the urgency and force with 
which the absolutely indispensable ‘‘ requirements of 
the service” would in such case be urged upon the 
Secretary’s attention, but it will be difficult to persuade 
those familiar with the service that it is impossible to 
secure the funds necessary for transfer of regiments, if 
such transfer is considered of the first importance. 

The question of the advisability of subjecting officers 
well satisfied where they are to the experses of a move, 
in order to accommodate others who are discontented, we 
do not here discuss. It would be a great advantage if 
some settled rule in regard to transfers could be adopted, 
80 that officers could know what to look forward to. 
In default of this our officers and men can comfort 
themselves with the recollection that the number of in- 
accessible posts 18 yearly lessening and will soon have 
practically disappeared. The union of the two ends of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad has marked another stage 
of progress in this direction, and with the influx of 
travellers and immigrants which will follow it the 2ist 
may find themselves less lonesome where they are. It 
would be well to do something to console them for their 
disappointment by asking Congress to provide them 
with the means of improving their quarters. We hope 
to sce the suggestions made by General Holabird upon 
this subject in the Army anp Navy Journat acted 
upon by another Congress. There seems to be nothing 
now for the 6th Oavalry and the 21st Infantry but to 
remain and ‘‘ grow up with the country.” 


Tue guns for testing the breech-loading devices of 
Mr. F. H. Mann and Col. Yates. U. 8. A., will be convert- 
ed from the 10 inch cast iron gun now on hand. The 
appropriation for this purpose was $15,000 each, and as 
this sum was not sufficient to admit of building a new 
gun and leave enough surplus for testing, Gen. Benét, 
Chief of Ordnance, placed at the disposal of these two 
gentlemen the guns just mentioned, to alter into the 
model of gun they desired. Mr. Mann will have the gun 
allowed him converted into a 64 inch rifle, the 
steel tube for which has already been ordered of Whit- 
worth and Co., of England. He will assume the gen- 
eral superintendence of the construction of the gun, and 
will have it made in accordance with his own designs, 
Col. Yates purposes to make the gun tendered him into 
an 8-1nch rifle. He wiil also superintend the construction 
of his gun, which will be made by the South Boston 
[ron Works, in accordance with his design. The South 
Boston Works will also probably make the Mann gun. 








Tux Second Comptroller of the Treasury has modified 
his recent decision disallowing Commodore Luce sea 
duty pay from the time he was ordered to assume the 
duties of president of the Navy yard Advisory Board, 
80 as to give the Commodore sea duty pay for the time 
actually served on the training squadron when not 
engaged with the Navy yard Board. When the Comp- 
troller first rendered his opinion disallowing Commo. 
dore Luce sea duty pay the latter entered a vigorous 
protest against that decision, claiming that he had 
served much of the time for which he was disallowed 
sea duty pay, by reason of his other appointment as 
president of the Navy-yard Board, on duty in connec- 
tion with the training squadron. In view of that fact, 
he felt that he was entitled to at least sea duty pay for 
the number of days not actually occupied with the 
Navy-yard Board, and which he devoted to his original 
duties as commander of the training squadron. The 
Second Comptroller admitted this, and requested Com- 
modore Luce to furnish a certified statement of the num- 
ber of days thus employed, for which he subsequently 
allowed sea duty pay. This decision is no dovbt of 
some satisfaction to Commodore Luce, but it seems to 
us that between the two decisions the Comptroller trips 
himself up. Commodore Luce, it is conceded, was, as 
commander of the training squadron, on sea duty. 
Now, the order assigning hii to duty as a member of a 
board either relieved bim from duty as commander 
of the training equadron or it did not. By his cormer 
decision the Comptroller practically held that it did, 
and that decision was at least consistent with itsels, but 
how this seccnd decision is to be reconciled with it we 
do not see. It would be as consistent to hold that an 
officer in command of a vessel was entitled to his sea 
pay only when actually afloat and not when he went 
ashore on some errand of duty or pleasure. 

CLEVELAND is exciting itself as to the legality of Mr. 
E. J. Blandin’s candidature for the position of Common 
Pleas Judge. It seems that in 1862 Blandin deserted 
from the Onion Army, and never returned to his regi- 
ment. Biandin admits the charge, but shows that other 





men deserted from the same company, and that such 


others as could get from under the control of its cem- 
mander, had done so. The point is now made that as 
deserters who had not returned to their companies of 
1865 were forever disfranchised and made ineligible 
to any office of trust, Blandin cannot hold office 
if elected, and that any official act performed by him 
would be void in law. Blandin’s friends claim that 
there*is a decision showing that a man is not a legal de- 
serter until having been formally declared so by acourt- 
martial, and that no such action was ever had in Blan- 
din’s case. They must be ina bad way for Judges in 
Jlevelaad if they cannot find any better man for the 
ottice than a deserter from the Army. The Act of 
March 3d, 1865, provides that those who did not take 
advantage of the President’s proclamation under it and 
return to duty within sixty days, ‘‘shall be deemed and 
taken to have voluntarily relinquished and forfeited 
their rights of citizenship and their rights to become 
citizens ; and such deserters shall be forever incapable 
of holding any office of trust or profit under the United 
States, or of exercising any of the rights of a citizen 
thereot.” 


On Tuesday of this week the corner stone of the 
Burnside Menrorial Hall at Providence, R. I., was laid 
with impressive ceremonies, President Arthur and 
many distinguished personages being present. Judge 
Colt delivered the oration, in the course of which he 
said : 

As soldier, statesman, and citizen, Burnside was active and 
untiring in the performance of every public duty, and in the 
hour of victcry or of defeat personal considerations were always 
lost sight of in his de p solicitade for the common good, His 
supreme faithin popular institutions inspired others to follow 
his examp e, and his love for his fellow-men colored his whole 
life, His comrades in arms, his brother Senators, the people of 
his adopted State, his fellow-townamen, all throughout the 
land, who ever came within bis presence, tound in him a friend, 
companion and brother, 


The President was then introduced, and said: 


I heartily join with you in paying tribute to the memory of 
that distinguished citizen of Rhode Island whose name yonder 
structure is henceforth privileged to bear. So long as it shall 
endure it will in some degree serve to perpetuate the fame of 
asoldier foithtul to his truste, whose courage found its only 
rival in his modesty; of a statesman whose every act was 
prompted by the loftiest patriotism, and of an earnest, sincere 
end manly gentleman who abounded in all courtesy, who 
scorned all deceit, and who never failed to follow in the path of 
duty whithersocver it led.” 





Ligut, Aubert T. Faeeman, U.S. Navy, having 
been found gailty by General Court-murtial of scandal- 
ous conduct, tending to the destruction of good morals, 
bas been septenced to three years’ suspension from rank 
and duty, on furlough pay, and to retain present num- 
ber (14) on the Navy Register until the expiration of 
the three years. 











Ap Espatou to the daily papers says: 

The Army has occupted a considerabls space in public attention 
for the last six months on account ot the moral delinquencies of 
sume of its officers, Old officers say that never in times of peace 
lave 80 many Army men been under charges for offences against 
military law as at present. A case now pending betore the Judge 
Advocate-General of the Army for decision will be likely to cail 
ettention still more to the standards which Army officers set up 
for themselves. Charges have recently been filed against an 
officer who hitherto bas held a good reputation, alleging that he 
has been guilty of conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
mav, and has brought scandal upon the Army, and should be 
court-martialed tor having married a woman who, prior to bis 
marrisge, was his mistress, The decision of the Judge Advocate 
will be awatced with interest. There is no precedent for a decis- 
ion in such a case—although @ very considerable number of simi- 
lar cases have occurred in the Army. 


For what is the officer to be court. martialed ; for mar- 
rying, or for his irregular conduct previous to marriage? 
It would hardly do to let the offence against the seventh 
Pcommandment go unpunished and discipline the 
offender for atoning for it so far as he could Sy mar- 
riage. He can hardly expect, however, that his wife 
will be admitted to the social privileges of Army life, 
and his case is one best left tothe punishment which 
suciety knows how to administer in such cases.

Proresson Wititam Avuoustus Norton, of Yale College, 
died at New Haven, Conn., September 21, in his seventy- 
third year. He was born in New York ; entered the Military 
Academy July 1, 1827; was graduated July 1, 1831, aud pro- 
moted brevet 2d lientenant and lieutenant, 4th U. 8. Artil- 
lery, July 1, 1831. He remained for a short while at the 
Academy a6 assistant professor of natural and experimental 
philosopby. During a leave of absence in 1832 he joined 
the “ Black Hawk Expedition,’ but was not at the seat of 
war. On the 30th ef September, 1833, he resigned from tbe 
Army, since which he bas served 8 professor in the Univer- 
sity of the City of New York; Delaware College, Newark, 
Del.; Brown University, vrovidence, R. L.; and at the Shef- 
field Scientific School of Yale College, where he filled the 
chair of civil engineering at the time of his death, He was 
in 1850 president of Delaware College, and was the author of 
“An Elementary Treatise on Astronomy,” a ‘‘ First Book of 
Natural Philosophy,” several memoirs on terrestrial magnet- 
ism and other scientific subjects, and various contributions 
to the American Journal of Science and other periodicals, 
He bad the honorary degree of A. M. conferred upon him by 
the University of Vermont in 1842. From 1844 he was a 
member of several scientific arsociations, and in 1873 was 
elected to the National Academy of Science. The remains 
were interred in Greenwood Cemetery.

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WASHINGTON SOCIETY AS SEEN BY MRS. DAHLGREN.* 


WueEn Mrs. Dahlgren announced her last published literary 
production, we had no reason to expect anything that would 
create a social revolution, or stir the public mind to any 
great extent, She hss, however, made herself quite famous 
in a small way, and moreover she has put money in her 

nurse from the sale of her ‘‘ Washington Winter,” for the 
very absurdity of the production has made the ‘children

ong has had a long and varied experience in 
Washington, and with a fair memory she might have made a 
readable bock had she only given her reminiscences of the 
jace. She went there something more than forty years 
since, with her father, Mr. Vinton, who was for more than 
twenty years a member of Congress fiom Ohio. She was 
then a young lady, and she went as parlor boarder to the 
Convent in Georgetown. As she there became a convert to 
the Roman Catholic faith it is fair to presume that she 
ged a happier time within the walls of the convent than 
did a daughter of her future husband, Admiral Daklgren, 
whose sad story is familiar to many in the Service. Mies 
Vinton in time married Mr. Goddard, who was a clerk in 
the Department of the Interior, Missa Ktiomaine Goddard and 
Vinton Goddard were children of the marnage, The son 
graduated at West Point in 1871, and he has since died. Mrs. 
Goddard had been a widow for some years, when about the 
time of the close of the war she married Admiral Dahlgren. 
It was pot Apollo and Minerva, but it was the cause of per- 
tuating the family name, which it is hoped the little twin 
ve will take care of. The other sons of the Admiral, the 
gallant Ulric who was killed in Virginia, and Paul who died 

abroad were the only sons by the Admiral’s first marriago, 

Mrs. Dahlgren has written a’number of little books, but 
this last is the chef-d’ceuvre. We can only give » few ex- 
tracts, which will give some idea of the trashiness of the 
whole affair. 

The dramatis persone: in the “ Washington Winter” are 
not very numerous, and are therefore easily handled. First 
there are “three charming women, Mrs. Adeline Wilton, a 
widow, danghter of a military man of distinction, and the 
wife of an eminent statesman.” Mrs. Adeline Wilton, taken 
by inversion we presume to be Mrs. Dahlgren, née Madeline 
Vinton, The other two charming women are Mies Annabel 
Wilton and the niece, Stella Stevens. These ladies, with 
Prince Skybeloff, a young Russian, start out to a morning 
reception, for the Prince is to be initiated into Washington 
society, It is Cabinet day, and they proceed to the house of 
ove of the Secretaries. We will permit Mra, Dahlgren to de- 
scribe the manner in which the guests were received at this 
house. She says: 


An immense negro with a voice like a Corliss engine asked the 
names and then announced the comers who were borne in on the 
blast of sonnd, As our little party entered the house they were 
promptly accosted : ‘‘ Wot's yer names? ”’ 

“Mrs, Wilton, Miss Wilton, Miss Stevens, and Prince Nickolaus 
Skybeloff.’ ‘These were no sooner given than the ebony usher 
hawled out, ‘‘ Miss Metow, Miss Steves and Prints Nicklass Sky- 
lark,” upon which Mra. Secretary at once shook bande all round, 
exclaiming: ‘“‘How d’ye do, Miss Metow, Miss Steves and Mr. 
What's-your-name? This is my littie gal Sary.’’ Then in reply 
to some common place remark which Mrs, Wilton makes about 
the child, Mrs. Secretary says: ‘‘O yes, I'm greatly obleeged to 
you, mum, Sary’s a good gal, [never had ts lick her. Won't you, 
Miss Metow, aud them other ladies and that Mr. What’s-his- 
name take something to eat? One gets very done out, going the 
rounds and peddling of cards all day long. The vittles isin the 
back room, and you more than welcome. We never give drinks 
here, because we are wholly, entirely and (feqa-totally temper- 
snce."’ Mrs, Wilton leaves with her party, and as she does so 
she explains to Prince Skybeloff that “the woman we have 
just lett illustrates American institutions in all their glory. Her 
husband first saw her really beautiful arms, itis eaid, as she 
stood over a wash tub with sleeves uprolled, at the door of her 
father’s inn, in Texas, The tuture Secretary hada large cattle 
ranch on the Texas plains, and he took the buxom beauty home 
as ins wife and installed her as mistress over his roomy house. 
His flocks and herds prospered and his money sent him to Con- 
gress, from whence his stentorian voice lifted him into a Cabinet 
position, where, as you see, his wife is doing the honors.”’ 


We cannot go with Mrs. Dahlgren to all of the receptions, 
but here is the way she describes the one at the White 
House by the lips of one of her guests who was a journalist : 
First, of the President’s wife: ‘‘ At first her gloves were 
immaculate white : at the end of a half hour they were sooty 
black.” Of the President she says: ‘He kept a sharp 
lookout, and when any especially big Buckeye, Corndodger 
or Hoosier was about to grip him he made a concentric 
flank in the air with his hand, bringing it slap down on the 
back of the paw of the advancing patriot, and having dis- 
posed of him with electrifying effect, he was fresh and ready 
to give the next man his due.” 

Mrs. Dahlgren goes on to make our jourpalist describe an 
émusing incident of the President's reception thus : 


“One delicate looking lady fainted just as she was hurried past 
the President, This was my opportunity, for I readily gsined 
the nearest window back of the President, and calling to a police- 
man who stood guard withont, he speedily placed along plank 
from the open window to the ground below. . . . Lhad just 
tire to'help the pallid syncopist into the care of the policeman 
and bound over the temporary bridge, when on came the crush.”’ 
All this “ while thirty-five brass inatraments of the Marine Band 
were playing “‘ The Girl I Left Behind Me.” 

Surely Mrs. Dahigren’s powers of description and her 
Imagination are wonderful. jut let us see how she 
descrites the Honorable Silvester Spangler, United States 
Senate, This gentleman was tbe son of a poor widow, who 
toiled night and day to make her son’s clothes and to make 
her son act like a gentleman, But he was a noiay black- 
guard, who left school to become a bartender, from which 
exalted position he passed with a hop, skip, and a jump to 
the pulpit, to Government contractor, and to the United 

tates Senate. He married a poor girl, whom he abused and 
neglected, and then he worked his mother to death in taking 
care of his big house, Ee was an ignorant boor, who called 
, porle cochere a pert cochou, and then again he speaks of 
his hated Virgil.” 

Of course, Mrs, Dablgren takes us to the Capitol. She 
treats the Senate kindiy, for Mr. Conkling, who is her par- 
ticular admiration, is there. But the House! The Honor- 
able Phineas Ignatus, M. O. from Mississippi, but formerly 
clock peddler of Connecticut, who always said, “ Yes, marin,” 
Was making a speech, when be is cut short by a burly Texan, 
Who bawled out: * Mr, Speaker, appropriate a bar’! of 
pon to dry him up.” Then a member from Kentucky 
bless ry Mr. Speaker, I vote that old Bourbon, and 
calle san, it, be given him. hen Mr. Ignatus playfully 
ja = 3 Mr. Speaker, I guess I'll take the old Bourbon 
fri Bht, with a bis-kuit and a balony sassage.” All this 
Jigtens the friends of Mrs. Dahlgren, for they think it is 
— beginning of arevolution.” Alas! Adeline, are these 
“8 Walls that once echoed the voice of thy noble father, the 
ke tatesman,” and are these the men with whom he kept 

mpany? Perish the thought. 
ut there is a better side to Washington, found, however, 
j= Ban the hospitable mangion of Mrs. Wilton, who has her 

Sdziones every Saturday evening. Here we find every- 
——

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thing in the most exquisite taste, Miss Wilton plays Welsh 
melodies on her harp in a style ‘‘ more poetical than the 
utmost brilliancy of Chopin,” and Count Gurowski and Mr, 
Dimitry get into what Father Tom would call a *larned dis- 
cushion,’ which ends by Mr. Dimitry making all the china 
on the tea board rattle as ke slams his hand on the table 
with: ‘It is so. I say it. I, Alexander Dimitry, in the 
pride of my intellect!” These gentlemen are real charac- 
ters, well known in Washington, and how unfortunate it is 
that poor Dimitry died before seciug the pretty things said of 
him by Mrs, Dahlgren. 

There are many other celebrities at the conversazione 
jumbled up in strange chronological order. Mr, Critten- 
den, who has been dead pearly twenty years, talks with 
Alexander Stephens who is in his chair, which he never 
used until the latter years of his life. There was Mr. Chas. 
Sumner and General Garfield and General Robert Anderson, 
and otbers, of various periods, all having a good time—a 
regular literary time. Mra. Dahlgren made a mistake ia 
not having Mrs. Madisou, Aaron Burr and Zack Chandler at 
her conversazione, for they were charming persons and were 
always considered as belonging to ‘them d—-—d literary 
fellers.” 

‘There are vulgar and ill-bred persons to be found in soci- 
ety in all countries, and in the highest positions, and this 
may be the case more particularly in the United States; but 
such exaggerated cases as Mrs. Dahlgren describes she 
never saw, excopt at those times at which she might have 
visited Senator Spangler when he lived “on tue South 
side of the avenue,” where, she says, he commenced his 
Washington career. Mrs. Dahlgren is a feeble imi- 
tator of Dickens's American Notes and of Mrs, ‘Trol- 
lope. She, however, will be quoted in France and England 
by those who are not fond of Americans and who will affect 
to believe that she gives a true picture of Washiogton so- 
ciety. We might expect such a description of our society 
from some vulgar French or English woman who had been 
snubbed in this country, but not from an American woman 
from the great State of Ohio, widow of an Admiral and 
daughter of an ‘‘ eminent statesman,” 

As the English language is not rich enough to afford words 
for the expression of the delicate sentiments evolved in the 
book, Mrs. Dahlgren has borrowed moat liberally from the 
French, with which nearly every page is interlarded. Put 
the whole of the book in French by all means. It would 
sell prodigiously in France, and become ax popular as the 
Petit Journal Pour Rire. As Mra, Dahigren evjoya the re- 
putation—with one person—of being a savante, we would 
suggest as a preface tothe French edition of her book the 
bon mot of Cassanova : La jaseire des femmes Savantes n'en 
impose qu’aux Sots.”

TAE GOSSIP OF WASHINGTON, 


Gen. Sherman has determined to relinquish command of 
the Army on the first of November. He has telegraphed 
to the War Department from Salt Lake City that he then 
intends to turn over the command to Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan 
and practically retire to civil 1ife on that date. As thw timo 
approaches the flarry amoung officers who hope or fear that 
thev will be affected by the change increases. Gen. Miles 
is now East upon leave of absence, ostensibly for the pur- 
pose of settling up a will suit in which he is interested, and 
Gen, Augur is up from Texas to be present at the marriage 
of his son which will shortly ocour, but it is well known that 
both of these distingnished officers have other irons in the 
fire, and that they will both be near the throne when Gen. 
Sheridan ascends it, and will strongly press their claims, 
Gen. Miles would be much pleased to succeed Gen, Hunt in 
command of the Department of the South, but he knows 
that he has a powerful rival in Gen. Mackenzie. If he fails 
to secure this assignment Gen. Milos will make a strong 
effort to be removed to an Eastern post, for it is understood 
that on account of his family he would prefer to be some 
place else than the Department of the Columbia. General 
Augur, it is understood, wishes to remain in Texas 
but fears that it is intended to send General Tor- 
ry there. That fact accounts for bis desire to be 
on hand when the change of command takes place. 
General Pope, too, will be on the lookout to prevent being 
sent from Fort Leavenworth to Saa Frangisev, but he wil 
be content to remain at his post, and Jet the potent influence 
he has set in motion do its work iu preventing any undoesira- 
ble change. Whether any influence can be brought to bear 
to change the will of General Skeridan remains to be aveD, 
and the first few weeks of his presence A the War Depart- 
ment are looked forward to with considefable interest. The 
cordial relations between Geveral Sheridan and the Presi- 
dent will doubtless insure the Executive approval of almost 
any order that General Sheridan wishes executed, 

There has been more or Joss talk about abolishing the De- 
partment of the South altogether, and there are many who 
believe this step will be taken. Inquiry of the knowing ones 
at headquarters produces little ligut on the subject. It is 
said, however, that no such plan is in the programme at 
present. 

Vriends of Goneral Schofield here, avor that they aro 
aware that he was unoilicially informed some time ago that 
he was to succeed General Sheridan at Chicage, As General 
Pope, if ordered to command the Division of the Missouri, 
would not be allowed to make his headqnartera at Fort 
Leavenworth, itis not probable he would acoupt the com- 
mand, even if offered him.

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EXAMINATIONS FOR ARMY PROMOTIONS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 
In your issue of September 8, I read with pleasure an 
article calling attention to examinations for promotion 
i nthe “line.” 1 know that the sentiments expressed in 
it will meet with the approbation of many of the young 
officers, and it will also meet with the most hearty dis- 
approval of Jhose who have sought the position they at 
present fill for the purpose of baviog an easy time and 
who are perfectly satisiied to get their promotion by 
waiting for some Oue tu die. Many peopie will tell you 
that they think those corps of the Army in which ex- 
aminations for promution from one ravk to another are 
held, contain, as a whole, the brightest and most ambi- 
tious officers. In an Army whose “line” has officers 
over fifty years of age still holding commissions as 
captains, some further inducement must be offered to 
the young men who have during the past few years 
entered, or who are about to enter, than that of waiting 
for the older mev to die, or be retired, or otherwise 
disposed of. 1 wish no one to think that L have any 
other than the kindest fechngs for these older officers. 
I am exceedingly sorry that it has been their lot to serve 
a country which 80 little appreciaves the sacrifices they 
have made for her. Were it within my power I would 
hurry them as fast as possible through the different 
grades they should have held wa ago, and then retire 
them upon a competency suflicient to keep them as 
gentlemen the remainder of their days. They are en- 
titled to as much honor as the soldier who dies on the 
field of battle, for the one, as well as the other, hus 
given bis life to bis country. There are to-day lieu- 
tenants in the “line” who will not obtain their com- 
missions as captains until they are over forty years cf 
age. Many of them are West Pointers who entered 
that institution when about eighteen years of age, and 
who will, twenty-two or mote years afterward, attain 
the rank of a captain. Is it possible that such an otticer 
still retains the fire and enthusiasm of his youth? Is 
he still able to move at the head ot his company in such 
a manner as tobe to his men an example. It 1s more 
than probable that exposure bas stiffened his joints and 
muscles, Or that nature bas added to sgme part of bis 
person sufficient adipose tissue Lo render his movemen's 
sluggish. ‘* Will you please tell me the name of that 
stout gray haired officer riding yonder?” (I will ex- 
plain that the question refers to an officer whose abdo- 
men looks as though it rested on the pommel of the 
saddle.) ‘‘Captain 8>so.” ‘* Bless me, 1 thought that 
he wasa colony) at least.” Poor man! he cannot help 
being stout. © is waiting for his majority, that is all 
he hopes and wishes for now, and if it ever comes, he 
will then at his Own request step aside. How much 
more the country would have gained, and how muca 
better it would have been for the service of the country, 
if this officer had been retired several years agoon a 
majors pay and a young officer put in his place. 
The officers of the “line” may be divided into three 
classes, namely : 

First.—Those who are too lazy to perform the ordinary 
garrison duties, chronic growlers who do not turn over 
their bands officially without emitting a grunt, men 
who do not in any way whatever add to the efficiency 
of the Army. 

Second.—Men who are discouraged through hopes 
long deferred, and whose ambition has been almost 
killed by @ Constant war against events they could not 
control. 

Third.—Men who are full of ambition, who are eager 
for the opportunity to try their powers against others in 
a struggle to better their condition, and who are wiliing 
that the best should take the prize. 

To thse at the head of affairs there will be presented 
each year more forcibly for solution the problem of how 
to do away with the first, of how to gratify the hopes 
aud awaken again the ambition of the second, and of 
how to give full play to the epirits of the third class. 

The schools of instruction at Fortress Monroe and 
Leavenworth form one step toward the solution of this 

roblem. The completion of the Northern Pacitic 

tailroad makes the third great trans-continental line, 
and renders more possible the breaking up of small 
arrisons and the establishment uf regimental posts. 
At such posts regimental schools under the direction of 
the regimental commander should be held, where strat- 
egy, tactics, international and military law, fleld forti- 
fications, etc., etc., should be taught and discussed. 
Similar schools should be held at posts of six or more 
companies, under the direction of the post commander, 
and the orders in regard to these schools should emanate 
from those higher in authority than the post com- 
mander, 82 a8 to make i: obligatory upen the latter, 
otherw:se they would degenerate into farces like some 
tactical schouls I have known, It may be that there 
are some post Commanders who have not the ability, or 
who from some known cause cannot carry on such a 
chool. The Army, even in its present state, has no 
use for such mer, and they should be retired, or other- 
wise taken care of according to the circumstances of the 
case. Should these schools amount to nothing more 
than a meeting of the officers once or twice a week, 
where each one could be questioned by the officer in 
chai ge in regard to the lesson, and afterwards the les- 
son discussed by those who wished to take part, it 
would be surprising how much knowledge would be 
imparted, and such knowledge, too, as every true 
soldier should possess. Suppose such a system 
should be adopted, each year would suggest some 
improvement, until, at the end of ten years, the Army 
would be in such a condition as to permit of examina- 
tion for promotion from one rank to another. At the 
end of ten years almost all the officers who served dur- 
ing the war would be gone, and no injustice could be 
done them, as would be the case if the cxaminations 
were taken up immediately. 1 have been watching the 
resignations that have taken plece this year, and an ex- 
amination of them, as | will appear in the Army 
Register next January, will astonish any one. Most of 
those who have resigned are young men who have been 


educated by the Government for the life they have 
given up, and these very men are the ones who would 
have worked hard had the opportunity been given them. 
The greater part do not resign because they dislike 
their profession, but they leave it with the hope of bet 
tering themselves, and through the fear that, if they re- 
main, they will fall into the ways of many of those 
around them, and the latter prospect is far from a bright 
one to a man who has some pluck and ambition. Let 
seme way be devised to help Army officers who are 
willing to work. Though a civilian, [ watch with 
almost as much interest the changes in the Army as I 
would if a member.

word came from General Scott to General Worth to cease 
firing also, the city having surrendered, The writer was re- 
ported absent from the battery. It is hoped that this will 
meet the eye of the officer referred to, if living, or some one 
who can remember the circumstance and will probably be 
good enough to corroborate the statement. General (then 
Lieut.) Grant was on ths ground at the time.” 








JUSTICE FOR LIEUT. ROBERTSON.

Gan. Fry’s article on ‘‘ Justice in the Army,” printed 
in your last issue, does great injustice and wrong to 
Lieut. Robertson, of the 1st Cavalry, who is there made 
to appear as an example of favoritism in the Army, @. e, 
** Enjoying the favor of European travel.” Gen. Fry’s 
statement is unwarranted by facts, and L think before 
referring to Lieut. Robertson, as he has done, he should 
have made himself conversant with his case. 

Lieut. Robertson, by his own exertions, secured for 
himself from the French Government the privi'ege of 
entering its officers’ cavalry school. Then, being unable 
to obtain a dctail to the school from the War Depart- 
ment at Washington, he applied for and received a 
year’s leave of absence, with permission to cross the 
seas. llis design in enterins the school was the praise- 
worthy desire of perfecting himself, as nearly as study 
could do it, in his chosen profession, and to accomplish 
it he was willing to give up one-half of his yearly pay, 
bis only income. That he acquitted himself with honor 
and was a credit to our Army, all must admit who read 
‘your valuable paper at the time he finished his course 
at the school. 

Now, it seems to me, that ‘‘ justice to Lieut. Robert 
son” would have required Gen. Fry to have refrained 
from commenting ©n his case, of the merits of which he 
is necessarily —% until the promulgation of the 
proceedings of Lieut. Robertson’s court could give him 
proper grounds on which to base his conjectures. 

By giving space in your journal to this letter you will 
oblige one who bas been intimately associated with 
Lieut. Robertson for over eight years, and one who has 
always found him to be governed by the highest princi- 
les of honor in his intercourse with men. 

I am glad to have an opportunity at this time, when 
so much has been published in reference to Lieut. Rob- 
ertson, to pay a proper tribute to his character and 
worth. I feel confident that the findings of his Court- 
martial will be that in duplicating his pay accounts for 
last June he made an unintentional mistake, which was 
first discovered by himself, and which he at once took 
wy a power to correct.

CAMP WASHINGTON. 


GaITHERSBIRG, MD., Sept. 22, 1999, 


PeRuars some of your readers will care to read & little of 
our camp and doings here during the past summer, Not 
one of them in « hundred, in all probability, ever heard 
Gaithersburg till we came here last year, and fewer tj 
doubtless, can even now locate it. And small blame to them’ 
for there is not much of the place, and that little ix uoknow, 
to fame. Formerly it rejviced in the pretty and appropriate 
name of ‘‘ Forest Oak,” the simple mention of which r 
called a charm, and a pleasant memory to whoever had 
traversed this region. But in later years it has been calle 
after the ‘ Gaithers,” a numerous and respectable family 
whose various branches are dispersed throughout the ggy. 
rounding country. It isa small hamlet of about forty tig 
houses, very much scattered and lying on both sides of thy 
Metropolitan branch of the Baltimore and Ohio Railway 
half way between Washington City and Point of Rocks and 
H c'eFerry. It is twenty one anda half miles west of 
Washington, in Montgomery county, and five mules weat of 
Rockville, the county seat. 

The historic Frederick road, from Washington to Freder. 
ick, crosses the railway in the village, and leading out from 
the latter are good country roads to Baltimore, Harper's 
Ferry, Edward's Ferry, Laytonsville, Germantown, Unity 
and Rockville. From the latter, three roads diverge to 
Wasbington, the most direct being the Tenallytown pike 
via Georgetown. Altogether there are six or seven great 
roads in this immediate vicinity leading to points of histor. 
ical interest that lie at distances varying from one to five 
days’ march. The Potomac at Ball's Binff is nineteen miles 
south by eas!; the great river roud and the Chesapeake and 
Obio canal lying north of the river and running parallel to 
it. The broad Darnestown rpad is two miles south of 
Gaithersburg and Harper's Ferry an hour’s ride by cars to 
the Westward, while in the biue distance to the northwest, 
rises the graceful peak of the Sugar Loaf Mountain, beyond 
which, aud not far distant, lie Frederick City and the battle 
tield of Antietam. 

The Frederick, Darnestown, and river roads were used by 
both Union and Confederate columns during the civil war, 
Along them marched Early’s army from the Monoeacy. and 
on to the attack of Washington, Ad thousands of Union 
soldiers swept by bere under McClellan, en route for West- 
erp Maryland, or under Meade to repel the invasion of Penn- 
sylvania, Standing io the stillness of night on the Frederick 
road, under the starlight and moonlight faintly i)uming the 
winding Seneci and the olive-tinted fields, it 14 not difficalt 
to conjure forth the shadowy forms of tired soldiers resting 
on the roadside bank, then starting up and plodding wearily 
on and on, with poor tired feet, ouly in a few short hours to 
find eternal reet in soldiers’ graves at Antietam or at Gettys 
burg. 

But, if here and there in this neighborhood there are lo 
calities to which the traditions of war have given a momen 
tary interest for the passing soldier, there is little to attract 
the lover of rural scenes, The soil is not fertile. Before the 
extinction of slavery it was already exhausted by tobacco 
crops, and large tracts lying idle are now covered with dens 
forests of young pines grown up since the war. ‘The fields 
that are cultivated generally lie adjacent to groves of oak 
and chestnut ; the crops are poor, aud quite half the receipts 
are expended in the purchase of phosphates, without which 
the farmers declare nothing at all could be raised. Farming 
in the immediate vicinity does not seem to be a very profite- 
ble employment, for the dwellings and surroundings of thow 
who rely on u alone for a livelihood do not present that ap- 
pearance of case and comfort that are visible iu more ft 
vored sections of the State, though to this there are excep- 
tions in the cases of some of the older families. 

The camp ground is close by the village, and but five miv- 
utes’ walk trom the railway station. Various and uutruthfal 
reasons have been given by a writer for a sensational pews 
paper in Wasbington for the selection of this particular lo 
cality for camping. But the real reason was a very simple 
one: it is undoubtedly the best selection that could be 


made in the State. It was chosen by the colo 
nel commanding, after weeks of careful personal 
examination of the country. It lies on the highest 


aud healthiest point crossed by the railway; the ‘‘ summit” 
or dividing ridge betweer Washington and Harper's Ferry. 
There were many conditions to be filled in its selection, and 
it eurely cannot be out of place to say right here that the 
comfort of all was considered and amply provided for by 


ove whose great experience in the war well qualified him for 
the onerous task. ‘There are two summer horels and 4 
boarding house within a short walk of the camp, and the 


officers are thus enabled to have their familics spend the 
summer in the country without being separated from them. 
For those who prefer it a mess has been established in the 
camp Itself, and arople tentage provided for the ladies and 
childrep. Its vicinity to Washington and the facility with 
which the command could be moved from this to any desi 
objective point is not the leact of the recommendations for 
this camping ground. The tents for the command propet 
are pitched in the regulation manner in an open clover field 
that gently slopes in two directions, allowingythe ground lo 
dry very quickly after the hardest rains. On three vides 
dense growths of chesnut, oak and pine sbicld the field froa 
winds. In one of these groves, exempt from the draivag 
of the camp, is a never failing spring of delicious water 
bountifaliy supplying both meu and animals. The fonrth 
side is open and pives a lovely view of Parr's Spring Ridge 
with its far off purple bills rising almost to the digaity o 
mountains. 
The enlisted men live in “A” tents somewhat raised from 
the ground, with ‘‘ puncheon ” floorr and rustic camp 
made with crotches and light, pliant poles. ‘lhe compsy 
streets are shielded along the centre from the sun by arbor 
shelters, beneath which are rustic benches. The compély 
mess tables are similarly protected, and as the cooking rang® 
were brought along the men live as well, so far as cooking * 
concerned, as if iu barracks, The labor of the men is 
duced to a minimum, being purely military, such a8 policing 
the care of the target range, and the hauling and handling 
of their necessary supplies. Their health and instractioe 
are the two main objects kept constantly in view, and both 
are most successfully accomplished. bt 
There are present in camp six foot batterics and the li 
battery of the regiment. There is a dress parade i 1 
morning, followed by guard mounting, and this by

CUSTER AND ROSSER. 

Tue Washington Herald relates the following of General 
T. L. Rosser, of Confederate cavalry fame, during the 
war : 

He drifted out to Minnesota, and got a position on the North. 
ern Pacific, in the humbie capacity of section boss. One day 
General Custer, then Lieutenant Colonel 7th Cavalry, was riding 
slong where the work was in progress. He noticed among the 
overseers of the various gangs of workmen a man who attracted 
hisattention. ‘Gad,’ said Custer to an officer with him, “I'll 
be—"' (the opposite to blessed) “if that don’t look mighty like 
Tom Rosser, wuo was with me at West Point, and who after- 
wards fought me like the devil in Virginia. Iam going to see,” 
So Custor rode up to where Rosser was, and, after looking at 
bim for a minute or two, stid: “Isn't your name Rosser?” Ros- 
ser looked up and saw who it was, ‘“ Why, Custer, how ara 
you?” Thus they met after twelve years of separation. Find- 
ing what Rosser was doing, Custer, with that generous spirit 
that was part of him, went to the chief engineer of the line 
andsaid; “There is aman named Rosser under you as acon 
straction boss."’ “ Yes,’’ answered the engineer, “and one of 
the beat I ever had. Anything wrongabout him?” “No,” re- 
Plied Custer, * but he was at West Point with me, and afterwards 
§ major general of Confederate cavalry, and I want you to give 
him something better than the work he is doing.” ‘ Why, I 
have been looking for just such @ man,” said the engineer. “J 
hever dreamed though, that my section boss had been a general.” 
So Custer sent for Rosser, introduced bim to Col. W. Milner 
Roberts, then the chief engineer of the line, and Col. Roberts 
made Roeser second in cominand, at a salary of $5,000 a year, 
aad when six months later Col, Roberts resigned his position to 
60 to Brazil, on his recommendation Rosser was made chief engi- 
beer, which he retained until work on the road was stopped. 

MONUMENT TO GENERAL TAYLOR, 

Tax monument to the memory of Zachary ‘Taylor was uu-

miles from the city of Louisville, Ky., on the afternoon of 
Thursday, Sept. 20.

Shortly before noon the members of the Mexican Veterans’ 
Association, and survivors of the Legion, marched upon the 
field, bearing the torn and blackened flag that had floated in 
the face of the enemy at Monterey, and was the first to be 
planted on the rampart of the Black Fort. After the vet- 
erans had faced about to a position fronting the speakers’ 
stand, Bishop Kavanaugh began the regular services witb 
prayer. A song was then rendered by a choir of singers 
from Louisville. 

Gen. Ekin, U. 8. A., acting as Master of Ceremonies, in- 
troduced Gen, Win. Preston, who paid a brief tribute to the 
memory and services of the dead hero, and conciuded by 
presenting the orator of the day, Gen. Thomas L, Critten- 
den, U. 8. A., as being the intimate friend of Gen. Taylor 
in youth and his comrade in manhood, and the most fitting 
of all men to speak on the present occasion, 

Gen, Crittenden, reading from manuscript, said : 

We have met here to-day to unveil the statue of Gen. Zachary 
Taylor, who died mor» than thirty years since, and we are tollow- 
ing a custom which has existed time out of mind, and, though 
old and often resorted to, a ceremony of honor which I hope will 
never fall into Gisuse. In character General Taylor will exact 
honor and esteem from every nation and generation. 

He spoke in glowing terms of the main characteristics of 
his life, and said that he was one of those few examples of 
men which should be made a part of the study of every 
young man who aims at any high purpose in life. In the 
process of the speech he gave a short biographical sketch of 
the lamented hero, and recounted the battles in which he 
fought. He spoke eloqveutly of the bardships which the 
General in his youth had to brave, and which we, in our ad 
vanced state of luxury, are incapable of appreciating. 

The address was received with applause, and at its conclu- 
sion the choir sang ‘ America.” ev. Dr. E. T. Taylor, of 
St. Paul's Episcopal Church, pronounced the benediction, 
and tne assemblage dispersed after adopting a resolution of- 
fered by General Ekin, thanking those who had contributed 
to the exercises, General Grant sent the following acknowl- 
edgment of an invitation 40 be present :

LEE’S FINAL STRUGGLE AND DEFEAT. 


Cou, WitLiAM ALLAN, in the last number of the Southern 
Historical Society Papers, reviews Gen, Humphreys’s “ Vir- 
ginia Campaign of 1864-5.” He speaks in the highest terms 


value,” whose ‘interest to the student of the great cam- 
paign of 1864-65 can hardly be exaggerated.” In conclusion 


he says : 

Gen, Humphreys thinks the battle at Five Forks a serious 
mistake ; but Lee bad gvod reason to expect success, Forces 
not greater than those under Pickett had, more than onze 
during the past year, won victory in the face of difficulties 
not leas than those which confronted the Confederates at 
Five Forks. The blow was fatal to Lee, Next day his thin 
lines were no longer able to resist Grant's assaults. Peters- 
burg and Richmond were given up on the night of April 2, 
and Lee attempted to reach Danville, The failure of the 
supplies to reach him at Amelia Courthouse destroyed his 
last chance of effecting this. The delay aud exhaustion 
brought about by this cause, together with the rapidity and 
overwhelming force of the Federal advance, cut him off 
from Dauville and forced him to turn towards Lynchburg. 
The eufferings of the winter found a fit sequel in the priva- 
tions of that march, when for days a little parched corn was 
the only ration. The 30,000 men or more that had left Peters- 
burg dwindled in a week to 8.000 in ranks at Appomattox. 
Gen, Humpbreys finds it difficult to credit the small number 
that remained to Lee at the last, and thinks that many men 
must have thrown away their arms after the surrender be- 
He isin error. There were but 8,000 men 
ready for duty on the morning of the day the surrender was 


The remainder of the 28,000 who were 


perhaps the best modern parallel to this magnificent cam- 
paign, but the efforts of the greatest soldier of any ags for 
bis capital and his throne were not more brilliant or tena- 
cious, and were far less protracted, than those of the great 
Virginian for the government and capital of his native State 
and of the Confederacy. History contains no finer speci- 
men of the boldness, sagacity and skill with which a compara- 
tively small army may be so handled as to cripole and baffle 
far larger and better appointed forces, Like Hannibal, Lee, 
for years, sustained the fortunes of his country by a series 
of splendid achievements ; hke Hannibal, he wont down at 
last before the too mighty power of his foe ; but, unlike the 
great Carthaginian, the splendor of his genius shone most 
brightly as years and difficulties increased, and the solid 
foundations of his military fame will rest more securely up- 
on his last campaign, which ended in disaster, than upon any 
of his preceding victories, 








UNCLAIMED MONEYs IN ENGLAND. 


Iv an article on the subject of unclaimed money Cham- 
ber’s Journal says: 

‘‘Many persons are interested in ‘unclaimed naval prize 
money.’ It was more common a century ago than it is now 
for the army and navy to act in concert, and in some cases 
the prize-money was considerable, Take, for example, the 
capture of Havana in 1762. The money, valaable merchan- 
dise, and military and naval stores found in the town an‘ ar- 
senal, were valued at £3.000,000 sterling ; and great discon- 
tent followed the distribution of this prize-money, the sub- 
ordinate officers and seamen receiving a very unequal reward 
for their services. The Admiral was awarded £122,697 10s. 
6d.; and the Commodore £24,539 10s. 1d.; other ofticers 
much smaller payments ; but the smallest of all to brave 
hearted Jack and poor Joe the marine, who had doled out to 
them the insignificant sum of £3 4s. 9d. exch. A like sum 
was paid tothe army. Among other things not generally 
known is the fact that there annually lapses to the Govern- 
ment of this country a very large sum from unclaimed divy- 
idends. A recent Parliamentary paper shows that on Janu- 
ary 4, 1882, the Government dividends due, and not de- 
manded, amounted to £818,909 12s. 641. A remarkable case 
came before the late Vice-Chancellor Malins, in which it ap- 
pears thata lady died at Marseilles at the great age of nine- 
iy-eight, who though entitled to £56,000 in the funds, and 
to more than £20,000 accumulated dividends, was constantly 
borrowing mouey from her relatives; from which fact it 
may by inferred that this large deposit had escaped the aged 
lady’a memory. In addition to unclaimed dividends, the 
Bank of England, doubtless has large sums in the shape of 
unclaimed deposits. ‘In fact most companies of long stand- 
ing have on their books largo sums in the shape of unclaimed 
dividends, For instance, the Royal Exchange Assurance 
Company some years ago had upward of £30,000 thus await- 
ing claimants; and were a Parliamentary return of the unclaim 
ed residues of estates in the hands of trustees to be ordered, 
people would be startled at the totals it would reveal 
Without entering into very minute details, one is fairly as- 
tonished to read of the dormant funds in the Chancery, 
From the annual budget of the Paymastor-General it appears 
that the receipts for the year euding* August 31, 1880, added 
to the securities then in court, made up a grand total of 
£95,504,487 94. 5d. By «a retura made to the House of Com- 
mons in July, 1854, the total amount of suitors’ stock then in 
court amounted to £46,000.000. In the following year, a list 
containing the titles of such accounts, but not stating the 
amounts, was printed and exhibited in the Chancery ottices, 
with the following highly sati-factory result, that many per- 
sons came forward and preferred their claims, and about 
one-half of the stock supposed to be unclaimed was trans- 
ferred out of court to successfnl claimants. The mention of 
conscience money, too, invariably provokes a smile; but por- 
haps some of us are ignorant of the fact that this last item 
alone has been estimated to swell the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer’s budget by about £15,000 a year, and sometinss 
more.” 


The amounts paid into the United States Treasury as con- 
science money since 1861 aggregate $186,459.01. A Treasury 
officer says that the payments are made in every conceivable 
way—by means of registered letters signed with fictitious 
names, by various forms of commercial paper, and through 
the priests and pastors of the conscience-stricken persons, 
They almost invariably take great pains to conceal their 
identity, th@ugh a few boldly wnte the circumstances of 
their becoming indebted to the Government. The largest 
revenue in any year since 1861 through contributions to the 
conscience fund was in 1868, when the amount was $29,- 
155.11. In 1878 the amount was $23,302.77; in 1878, $12,- 
011.83; in 1882, only $7,888.49 ; and it is estimated that thig 
year it will be still less, 








ARTILLERY AT SEBASTOPOL AND ALEXANDRIA, 


Ar a lecture at Cronstadt, some time ago, Lieutenant 
Geueral Pe>titch, the leading Rassian artillerist, whose patent 
gun carriage is used in most of the Baltic aud Black Sea 
coast defences, drew a parallel between the action of the Eng- 
lish Fleet at Sebastopol and at Alexandria, He expressed 
the opinion that the Allied Fleet proved itself of very little 
value in bombarding. After the Crimean War no fleet had 
had an opportunity of showing what could be doue by ships 
against coast defences up to the bombirdmout of Alexan- 
dria. The resistance of the Egyptians was of the most con- 
temptible character, and he could not give credence to our 
official reports that so many of them were killed, ‘As for 
the skill dixyplayed by the English, we cannot, judging from 
the results, speak highly of it. At w close distance, and 
operating with ritled artillery for a space of five hours, the 
three principal irouclad frigates were able to inflict oaly the 

most trifling damage on the fort they attacked. Asa mat- 

ter of fact, owing to bad marksmauship, the shot and shell 
of the Fieet missed the fortifications, and struck the town, 

hence the terrible damage experieuced by the latter.” The

GENERAL JOURDAN'S REASONS. 


General Jourdan has followed the aceeptance of his resig- 
nation as Major-General commanding the Second (Brooklyn) 
Division of the New York National Guard, with a verbal 
statement of reasons which reflects upon the autborities at 
Albany. Undue interference with the division commanders 
is, it appears, their chief offence. We could better judge 
bow far they are subject to this criticism had Gen. Jourdan 
been more specific in his complaints, In what way haa he 
been handicapped in the management of his division ? Who 
has interfered with his inspecting and drilling his com- 
mand, or instructiog it in marching or skirmishing ? 
Iu what way, in short, has he found the Headquarters au- 
thorities interfering with the proper instruction of his com- 
mand in the duties of active service? If he or any other 
general officer has been transformed into a mere clerk, is not 
the fault largely his own, and bas he not the remedy in his 
own hands? Do all Division and Brigade Commanders im- 
prove the opportunities at their disposal to exercine their 
troops, and do they properly prepare them for field 
service? Is not the Governor's staff constituted accord- 
ing to law, and is not the Inspector-General acting 
under the authority of law, in making his inspections, 
to inform the Commander-iu-Chief of the condition of bis 
troops? Though much remains to be done, is not the pres- 
eut sysiom of inspection for the National Guard of New 
York superior to the old? and has not an improvement in 
the efficiency of tho Guard been brought about under it? 
We have frequently called attention to the unfortunate fact 
that the staff, and particularly the Adjutant-General, are 
changed with each adwinistration, and it is certainly to be de- 
plored that the military staff do not hold their position dur- 
ing good behavior and faithful service. Still until the law 
is changed we must make the best®ot it, and, like good sol- 
diers, be satinfied with what is provided. And much ag@the 
selection of staff officers for other than military reasons is to 
be deplored, Headquarters are not the only sinners in this 
regard, Are division and brigade etaffs entirely free from 
political incubus ? 

General Jourdan is no doubt right in thinking that it 
would be well to officer our militia from graduates from the 
Regular Army. This is well, provided they have the tact 
necessary to manage citizen soldiers, But this is hardly prac- 
ticable while thero is so much opposition to “ regulars.” As to 
the appointment of a Major General or a Lieutenant Gene- 
ral to command the whole Guard, there is nothing objec- 
tionable in the project, bat those who talk and complain 
about centralization of power are hardly consistent in look- 
ing in this direction for a remedy of the evils they deplore. 
The power now vested in the Adjutant General would then 
be centralized in the Lieut.-General commanding, and the 
same state of affairs would continue, the only difference 
being iu name. But is not all this talk about centralization 
of power mere nonsense? Is not the very principle of all 
military organizations the concentration of authority in 
one person? The camp experimeut has been one productive 
of good results, although there is reason, no doubt, in the 
objections to the presence there of so large a number of 
brigadier generals under heavy pay. But the legislature 
has not made any appropriation for the purpose or 
increased the annual general appropriation. ‘The first 
essential is that regiments learn camp duty; when they 
know it there will be no trouble about brigade camps, 
should they become necessary at any time. Suppose a 
brigade camp is ordered, that still leaves the division com- 
mander out, and he wants to be there too. 

The present arrangements do not permit camping by 
brigades, if that were now advisable. To let the men 
cook their rations would be injudicious; they are in camp 
but a few days; they would not do the cooking ; cooks 
would be hired by them ; the whole arrangement would be 

unsatisfactory aud endanger the health of the command. 

In supporting tho civil authority of the State the National 

Guard will invariably be fed by contract and cooked meals, 

and moreover will oporate by regiments principally. To 

have division camps would not add to the efficiency of the 

troops, but increase cost. Two thirds of the Guard have 


oe —— 
be keptup. After all have had their turu of duty another 
system may be inaugurated, unfil then it cannot de done jp 
justice to those who have not been in camp as yet. 

It seems that the authorities have generally done well jp 
the camp matter, and why find fault until a third year giygg 
opportunity to develop improvements anxiously desired by 
the present Adjutant-General, and for which the legislature 
should be asked to provide the necessary funds? As to jp. 
terference with camp commanders on the part of any of the 
staff generals, we kaow of no instance. If any colonel gj. 
lowed himself to be unduly influenced, he must have beep 
ignorant of his duties and rights as post commander, and 
he has only himself to blame. What some did not know 
about commanding 2 camp would fill a very large book, 

As to the Rifle and Inspector-General’s Departments, they 
might probably be dispensed with. The Adjatant-Genera] 
could just as well inspect the troops in person—in fact, this 
would offer increased opportunity for him to acquire the 
information for which he is now dependent upon others, 
Each organization should have competent officers to take 
charge of its target practice. The rifle department of to-day 
has become a very cumbersome affair. 

Nearly all the regiment» want the new service uniform, 
but as there is no appropriation by the Legislature for jit, 
many organizations are purchasing the uniform from their 
own funds, which is not satisfactory, and at the proper time 
they should be reimbursed. 

Though there is still much room for improvement in the 
Guard, much has been done to put it on a better basis. The 
last administration introduced many improvements ; the 
present seems to be iuclined to continue the work. It 
sbould not be forgotten that fhe authorities in their march 
of improvement had to contest every iuch of ground, and 
that they were most bitterly opposed by the Guard them. 
selves. As a monument of such unreasonable opposition, 
stands the present patched up Code, which has not yet been 
in operation for one year, yet, as is conceded by all, has to 
be entirely revised before it can be of use. 

The administration have an opportunity to clear them- 
selves from the imputation that they appoint * political gen- 
erals,” by appointing a soldier of tried reputation to the vae- 
aut Major-Generalship of the 2d Division. We have said 
this much in their defence, not because we think they are 
free from occasion for criticism, but because we are disposed 
to accept what has already been done as an earnest of still 
more important reforms. We thiuk the whole system wrong 
which permits the transformation of a citizen wholly wilh- 
out military training or experience into a general officer or 
the staff of the Commander-in-Chief; but this is the fault 
of the law. 

A correspondent writes ua as follows: 

The resignation of General Jourdan was 4 great surprise, and 
the reasons given therefor have elicited much comment, espe- 
cially as he is not altogether just to the present administration, 
nor to those who have of late years etriven to tmprove the con- 
dition of the Guard ot this State. Uodoubtedly, staff officers of 
recent Governors lave occasionally srrogated to themselves too 
much, and have sought to exercise command when they have bo 
military authority; but, on the other hand, when we consider 


the progress that has been made of late years in the Guard 
yonerally, this unauthorized assumption of authority may be 


pardouable. When General Woodward first inaugurated the 
system of disregarding the Division and Brigade Iuspectors no 
one was more opposed to bis policy than tie undersigned, but 


the arguments then advanced by lim and the practical benefits 
which have inured have shown that he was right. Not iuire 
quently Division and Brigade,Commanders had on their staffs 
officers who were totally unfit for the duties required of them, 
and the more noticeable was that the case with the Inspectors; 
but, whether they were competent or not, something wore is to 
be considered. The Governor as Commander-io-chiel is held by 
the people respousibie tor the eiliciency of the Guard, irom the 
Major-General down. Low is it possible tur him to be informed 
of the condition of the military torces of the State, except through 
his own appointed staff officers ? He must look to his Iuspector- 
General tor that information. If he be incompetent, then the 
responsibility reste with the Governor, aud he will be held to 
atrict accountability by the people. {ua like manner it is the duty 
of the Major-General to order his Inspector to turnish him with 
all the desired snformation in reyard to his division, and for the 
Brigade Commander to order his Inspector to make the proper 
inspections of the organizstions of Lis brigade. In time of peace 
there can be but little active military duty for the Division and 
Brigade Commanders, the whole work is with the regimentel 
orgauizetions; but in case of riot the civil authorities will invoke 
the assistance of the military through the Division Commander, 
and he will then have ample opportuuity of displaying his mill 
tary skill. Ju the meantime let the superior ollicers see to it, 
that the several organizations in their respective commends are 
properly armed, equipped, and disciplined, and it staff officers do 
their duty, they will find that their time is iully occupied ia 
sumething else besides mere clerical work. 

Undoubtedly there is at present, perliaps, more red tape than 
is required, but it is far better that the Gaard should sufler i 
that respect thap that the whole system should be lax. 

Most officers will concede there has been too much “ Staff” at 
the encaw pment, and too little responsibility turown upon regi 
mental commanders, and, what is stiil worse, Brigade Com- 
manders have been eutirely ignored; but time, it is to be hoped, 
will cure that defect, andin the future we shall see two graod 
encamping grounds, one for the Kastern and one for the Wester 
section of the State, of sufficient capacity to accommodate brigade 
organizations, where all officers cau become jamilar with their 
respective duties, 

la regard to rifle practice, probably General Jourdan is correct 
iu his statement that brigadier and major-generals are competent 
to direct the instruction of the schools ot musketry at Creed 
mvor and elsewhere. But where would be the uniformity of sy* 
tem if each miajor-general should carry out his own peculiar 
views 48 to the methods to be adupted ? If the Inspectors of Bifle 
Practice of the Divisions are not to be supervised by the Vol 
mander-in-Obiet through his Inspectur of Ritle Practice, why 
should fhe Regimental lospector of Kifle Practice be interfered 
with by either the Brigade or Division Inspectors ? 

‘The Guard is to-day so far superior to what it was several years 
ago that it is to-day more of an honor to hold a commission that 
it was prior to that time.

NAVY GENERAL ORDERS NO. 309. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the New York Herald spins the 
galley yarn which follows: 


Several months since the Secretary of the Navy, acting upon 
information from different sources, issued an order intended to 
restrict the presence of officers’ families with those on duty in 
the Asiatic station. Scandal upon scandal) has beea reported to 
the Navy Department, the investigation of which will probably 
take place in due time. The charges affect the official character 
of superiors as well 48 subordinates. The distance ot the Asiatic 
station from the United States is supposed to be a temptation to 
iynore Naval regulations. Those who profess to be well inform- 
ed say that what ia needed in Chinese waters is not #0 much an 
increase of our fleet as a regard for the discipline which ia pre- 
sumed to be observed wherever our vessels are stationed, It will 
be remembered that the Secretary of the Navy io reviewing the 
proceedings of a naval court-martial recently held in the Kast, 
where the officer was convicted of intemperance, that he was 
charged with exposing the weakness of some officers to the scan- 
dal of those who are not accused of such an offence. The follow- 
ing extracts from a letter just received at the Navy Department 
shows that there are other causes for complaint, and thut the so- 
called obnoxious order No. 309 was not issued too soon : 

“There are indeed evils other than that of intemperance in 
the squadron on this station, and my sincere hope is that the 
present policy may be that of the Department in the future, and 
not only of individual secretaries. The state of affairs here re- 
garding women on the station, who are all ladies of great personal 
attractions, and for that reason only the more danygeroas, is, 
think, even worse than elsewhere as tho following will show. 
Greatinjustice bas been done in the past three years to my 
kuowledye to individual officers by a reckless shifting about of 
the latter batween the different ships so that officera could be 
with their wives in pleasant places. This has been notably the 
case with the Jtichmond. ‘The non-official staff would, in a busi- 
nesslike way, collect all their husbands together on the flagship, 
pushing some poor fellow off to Corea or Chetoo, and then, un- 
der their orders, the ship would settle down tor the season, win 
ter at Hong Kong and sunimer at Yokohama. Referenve to the 
number of cruising days by the Richmond in the past eigiteen 
months will show only those employed in transitu between those 
two places, with a stay on the way at the delightful port of 
Kobe, whither these ladies had preceded the ship. It has been 
the same old story the whole time- -a tremendous hurry to get 
back to the families, to the almost total disregard of all else. 
Officers of foreign navies look with astorishment on our 
methods, With them such a thing a8 women on the station is 
almost unbeard of. Then, too, the inipression hers among the 
uninitiated regarding the ichmond is that she was obliged to 
remain here last summer and this one because she was not ina 
fit condition to cruise.” 





THE WAL WITH MEXICO. 

Ar the recent meeting in San Francisco of the veterans 
of the Mexican war, a letter dated Mount Vernon, Ohio, 
August llth, was read from General George W. Morgan, 
who at the early age of fifteen was appointed, April 9, 1847, 
Colonel of the 15th U. 8. Infantry. He received the brevet 
of brigadier general August 20, 1847, for gallantry at Con- 
treras and Churubusco, and left the service in 1848, Gen. 
Morgan writes : 

“The war with Mexico was one of the most glorious in 
the anvals of nations. It was two years of battles with two 
years of victories won by our arms, The result of the war 
threw, forward the civilization of the world one hundred 
years and the history of our campaign reads more like ro 
mance than reality. It has been my fortune to pass through 
nearly every grade from a private soldier to the command of 
an Army Corps. I served in the Army of Texas from 1536 
till the fall of 1839, and was a captain in command of the 
post of Galveston at 18 years of age, and the best drilled 
and disciplined troops I have ever seen in America were 





those of our heroic Army of Mexico,”

From Copenhagen come tidings of Prof, Noraenskjold’s 
expedition to Greenland. The theories formerly held that 
in the interior of the island there was a fertile region, with 
open water, have, it is reporied, been disproved, and it bas 
been found that beyond certain lines the couutry is an ice 
desert, with no human inhabitants, Items of interest in- 
cluded in the news sent to Copenhagen are the reports re- 
ceived from Exquimaux of the death of two mombers of the 
American polar oxpedition (Greely’s) aud of the return of 
the remainder of the company to Littleton Island. Vor; 
tunately, the last report is entilled to but little consideration, 
as such statements coming from the Esquimanux are not to 
be relied upon, and the story is said to have originated at a 
date carlier than the virit of the Proteus and Yantic to that 
place, neither of which vessels heard anything of it. 
Secretary Chandler says that letters continue to come urg- 
ing the immediate fitting out of an expedition for the relief 
of the Greely party, if it were possible to start an expedition 
with the slightest Lape of success, Buch an expedition 
would necessarily be under the direction of the Navy Depart- 
ment, says the Secretary, and all the evidence is against the 
practicability of any expedit/on at this Keason of tho year. 
If the party is at Upernavik the men will be properly cared 
for until a relief vessel can visit there next spring. If they 
are not there it would be impossible to get beyond that point 
this fall.

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MADAGASCAR SOLDIERS. 


A pay or two previous to my departure from the 
capital I witnessed a review of one of the crack regi- 
ments of the Hovaarmy. Accompanying the review- 
ing general, a prince of the blood royal, we found the 
battalion, eight bundred strong, drawn up in the line 
on a pleasant meadow, distant some two wiles from the 
city. Dressedin white and armed with Remingtons, 
kept scrupulously clean and in good order, they looked 
@ not unserviceable body of men. Perfectly steady 
they were as we rode along the ranks, and they ** pre- 
sented arms” and saluted the prioce with a precision 
and smartness that betokened discipline and drill. Ten 
years ago Sergeant Lovett, from the battery of a British 
artillery stationed at Mauritius, was engaged by the 
Hovas to drill this troop.

A terrible din ensued, every 
officer on the ground repeating the command at the Lop- 
moat range of his voice; a half-dozen files in the centre 
of the line stepped back a few paces, and the band 
marched through the gap playiug in quick time as they 
approached us, ‘* There is a happy land.” After this 
salute we had the manual, the platoon and the bayonet 
exercises of our own service, which were all done 
smartly and well except that the officers who gave out 
tie commands had frequently to be relieved, otherwise 
some of them must bave succumbed to apoplexy. The 
regiment advanced in line in good order. It broke into 

column, It formed square, going through these evolu- 
tions in highly creditable style. The skirmishing was 
not so good, in this some three hundred spearmen co-

Some experiments were made at Coblentz recently in for. 
warding despatches by means of young raveus in place of 
homing-pigeons, The ravens were flown from Coblentz to 
a small place on the Moselle, near Treves, where they had 
been reared, The experiment was considered eminently 
successful. The idea, of course, is that the ravens will be 
less subject than pigeons to be attacked and destroyed by 
birds of prey. The Germans, it will be remembered, em. 
ployed hawks for the special purpose during the siege of 
Paris. No particulars of the time are given ; but the raveng 
presumably will be a great deal slower on the wing than 
pigeons. 

SoMETHING has been done at army headquarters in Indig 
to render lite in that country more attractive to the British 
soldier. New regulations have keen issued sanctioniag 
shooting parties. They provide that passes for shooting 
purposes are to be granted to steady, well conducted men, 
who are kuown to be competent to handle a gun. Not leas 
‘han three men are to go out shooting together, and at least 
one of the party must be sulticiently conversant with the 
language to be able to converse with the inhabitants. Spec- 
ial means are to be taken to ascertain what doscription of 
animals are sacred in the locality ia which each particalar 
regiment is stationed, aad the men are forbidden to kiil 
these animals on pain of severe punishment. 

WE learn from the Lancet thit a series of investigations 
into the origin of yellow fever have just been made by Dr, 
Domingas Frieze, a Brazilian physician. He has discovered 
that the blood of the patient contains a micro-parasite, 
which appears as a minute point (micrococcus), and in one 
fom or another continues in existence after the 
death of the patient. By experiment it was snowa 
that the injection of a little of the tainted blood 
into the veins of a rabbit caused death in fit- 
teen minutes Although this might only seem like or- 
dinary blood-poisoning, it was remarkable that all the blood 
of the dead rabbit was filled with peculiar orgauisms. Moure- 
over, @ guinea-pig, kept closely upon earth taken froma 
yellow fever cemetery, died in five days, and the same peca- 
liarity also appeared in its blood; and from this the experi- 
menter argues that all such burying-places are constantly 
liable to distribute the disease. The most interesting part 
is the detection of the micro-parasite. The conclusion that 
the body dead of tho fever should be burnt is only natural 
if the parasite be the cause of the disease. 

AN important discovery relating to Swiss history hv been 
made at Barcelona, Herr Schaller, of Berne, has fouud there, 
among some papers belongiug to the State, the archives of 
the Swiss regiments in the service of Spun; and at the in- 
stance of the Federal Council these documents, which are 
said to be equilly valuable and interesting, have been- pre- 
sented to Switzerland, and are now in Berne,

We are informed that trials of a new black gunpowder, 
styled Diana gunpowder, made at Rousahl, in Westphalia, 
were conducted by Mr. Charles Boswell, and that the results 
were very favorable. A 12-bore gun, with choke barrels 
charged with 334 drachms of *‘ Diana” powder and 1}¢ oz, of 
No. 6 chilled shot in Eley’s green, gas-tight cartridge cases, 
placed at 40 yards; on the 30-in. circle from the right barrel 
230, and from the left 242 shots, which were very evenly 
distributed on the plates, There was vury little smoke, and 
the recoil was scarcely perceptible. A second round pro- 
duced similar re-ults. The right barrel pierced 22 sheets of 
brown paper, and the left 26. The powder is said to be 
suitable for military and sporting purposes.—Army and 
Navy Gazette. 


Onz of the Russian papers gives some interesting experi- 
ments that have been conducted in the Vistula district to 
accustom infantry to traverse rivers afloat. The stream 
selected was eighty yards wide, with an average depth of 
5 ft. and a maximum in the centre of the channel of 8 ft.; 
the speed of the current was 3 ft. a second, the bed of the 
river gravelly. Across this two swimmers conveved a cord, 
to which was attached a rope one inch thick, weighing 12 lb. 
To cross the stream and firmly attach this rope to the ground 
the opposite side oveupied twelve minutes. The troops then 
cros: ed, those who could swim first and those who could not 
afterwards, Wading as far as they could, on reaching deep 
water they seized the rope, and hand over hand hauled 
themselves along it to the opposite side. This hauling pro- 
cess occupied a minute, and as only ten men could use the 
rope at the time, the paesage of the entire company, on a 
war footing, occupied twenty minutes. All the soldiers car- 
ried their arms and knapsacks arrayed on their shoulders so 
as to avoid wetting more than possible. When the autumn 
manceuvres take place it is proposed to repeat this with large 
bodies of trooper on the Vistula, at places 150 to 200 yards 
wide, the rope being buoyed at various places with ladders.
